Dr. J. T. Paxton Faces Perjury 


Charge in Shelby Circuit Court as 


Result of Grand Jury. 


GIVES BOND IN SUM OF $5,000 


Charge is Believed to Have Grown 


Out of Recent Damage Trial— 


Sheriff Here Today. 


Dr. J. T. Paxton, a 
well 
known 
physician of this city, was arrested 
here today by Sheriff Terry of Shel­ 
by county, and taken to Shelbyville, 
where he gave bond for $5,000 for 
his appearance in the circuit court 
there to 
answer to the 
charge of 
perjury. 
Dr. Paxton was indicted by the 
Shelby county grand jury yesterday 
afternoon but the arrest was 
not 
made until today. The allegations as 
set forth in the indictment are not 
known here, hut it is said to be based 
on his testimony in a trial in the 
court there in which he and Dr. Hugh 
Elliott were the defendants and Carl­ 
ton -Chaney of near Glenwood, the 
plaintiff. 
Chaney, it is known, has been in 
Shelbyville recently and is supposed 
to have appeared before the grand 
jury. The arrest of Dr. Paxton was 
not generally known about the city 
today. 
Sheriff Terry came here this 
morning and after telling Dr. P ax­ 
ton of the indictment and of the w ar­ 
rant they made arrangements for 
the trip to Shelbyville. 
Dr. Paxton in company with the 
sheriff and Iris 
attorney appeared 
before .Judge Diair late this after­ 
noon, according to word from Shel­ 
byville. 
The court placed the bond 
at $5,000 and it was furnished by the 
doctor. 
The court asked for no plea 
and none was formally entered. 
The grand jury of Shelby county 
returned two 
indictments 
Friday, 
and the warrant on one was served. 
The other was a matter of 
much 
speculation around the court house. 
It will be 
recalled 
that Carlton 
Chaney 
had 
two 
damage 
suits 
against Paxton and Elliott, alleging 
malpractice in both suits. 
The jury 
found for the 
physicians 
in both 
cases.

Diplomas were presented to twen­ 
ty-seven young men and women last 
night, thus marking tile first gradua­ 
tion from the new auditorium and 
the passing of the 1915 class from 
the high >chool. The exercises were 
impressive and the address by Dr. 
Ernest Wray Oneal was inspiring. 


Dr. Oneal, first of all. i" an opti­ 
mist and his address 
on

Fallacies’’ while delivered in a semi- 
humorous vein was 
full 
of 
good 
things and at the very 
start 
the 
class was told that the power every 
man got out of himself depended on 
himself and everyman i" himself. He 
declared that no 
young 
man 
or 
young woman should "tart 
ait iii 
life bv comparing himself or herself 
with another. 
“The best 
educated 
man in the world i" be who is best 
qualified for "iiccc"S, no matter how 
many diplomas lie has,” 
said 
Dr. 
Oneal. 
“We all nave our favorites and 
admire different people. 
We 
may 
even'admire the fellow w itll the get- 
rich-quick scheme, but with suspi­ 
cion. 
St* true i- it that people who 
go uj> like rockets collie down like 
Mirk-.*’ 
The -pecker paid a glow­ 
ing tribute to A bra Ii a in Lincoln de­ 
claring that through his brawn and 
brain hi" name and fame is known 
all over lilt* world. 
The fir-t popular fallacy that Dr. 
Oneal discussed was that brawn can 
dispense with the brain. He declared 
that in the firG place God intended 
that everyone should be healthy and 
success in life depends largely on 
health. 
“ T o he first class, we must 
have fir"t class bodies,” 
said 
the 
speaker. 
He declared that tile an­ 
cient people of Egypt held the body 
sacred and declared that if disease 
was contagious so is health. 
“The world i" a vast sanitorium,” 
said Dr. Oneal, “and what good is a 
brain without the necessary brawn. 
Success in life depends on 
getting 
on the right relation with the peo­ 
ple.” 
He told how Cicero had spent 
two years in a gymnasium to regain 
his health, and 
pointed 
out 
that 
brain and brawn go hand in 
hand. 
Daniel Webster was a big man, both 
in brain and brawn. 
The executive 
and military of our country bas al­ 
way" been in the hands of 
strong 
men, he declared. 
To the rule that brain and brawn 
go hand in hand there are 
excep­ 
tions according to 
Dr. Oneal. 
Ile 
pointed out Julius Caesar 
as 
one. 
“Julius 
Caesar 
never 
planned 
a 
great battle in his life without hav­ 
ing an epileptic fit,” said Dr. Oneal. 
“Milton 
was blind; 
Anna 
Steele 
wrote hymns in the room in which 
was locked herself for a period of 
61 years. 
But these people worked

They had their faults but the 
brain and brawn had to go hand in 
hand.

Brookville Asks Rushville to Co-Op­ 


erate in Getting 
Road From 


Lafayette to Cincinnati. 


WOULD BE 
MUCH 
SHORTER 


Matter Will be Presented to Cham­ 


ber of Commerce and Commit- 
i 
tee— Strong Agitation. 


Despite the fact 
that 
Rushville 
and Brookville lost out in the selec­ 
tion of the route for the Dixie high­ 
way, there is considerable agitation 
for an “airline route” from Chicago 
through 
Lafayette, 
Indianapolis, 
Rushville, Brookville to Cincinnati. 
The agitation is especially strong 
iii Brookville and Franklin 
county 
and the people behind the movement 
there believe that by 
co-operating 
with Cincinnati and the people at 
Lafayette an “airline route” 
could 
be made to come this way. 
It is pointed out that people de­ 
siring to hit Cincinnati would save 
over IOO miles by coming this way 
instead of following 
tile 
original 
Dixie highway through 
Indianapo­ 
lis to Dayton and then to Cincinnati 
Tile ro a d s through th is section 
of 
the country are just a s good if not 
better than those named 
by 
the 
Dixie highway 
commission, 
it 
is 
stated, and the saving in 
mileage 
should be an added inducement to 
people- traveling the highway. 
Tile Brookville people are in fa­ 
vor of calling a meeting of the peo­ 
ple 
along 
the 
proposed 
“airline 
route” and see what they think of 
the 
proposition. 
John 
C. 
Shirk, 
president of the National Brookville 
bank, believes this route should he 
put through and s u g g e s ts that it be 
called the “Air Line Division” of the 
Dixie 
highway, 
between 
Chicago 
and Cincinnati. 
In speaking of the proposition Mr. 
Shirk has* the following to say: “This 
route would probably he less 
than 
JOO miles while the Dayton 
route 
would he 400 m iles. 
We could have 


a s good road a s the Dayton 
route 
and "o much shorter, we should get 
the greater part of the travel.” 
lie believe" that a meeting "hould 
he arranged for the people along the 
route from Brookville to Cincinnati 
and then act in conjunction with the 
Lafayette people. He suggests that 
the meeting he held in this city and 
promises to send a large delegation 
from Brookville. 
The matter will he presented to 
the Chamber of Commerce and tile 
committee in charge of the Ework 
when the original fight was on for 
the road.

Evidence of increasing 
nervous­ 
ness over the German situation was 
distinctly visible in official 
circles 
today. The reply of Germany is ex­ 
pected not to satisfy 
the 
United 
States although, it is

to 
be 
pouched 
in 
tile 
m o't 
friendly 
terms and will iri"i"t that the la"t 
thing Germany desires is an inter­ 
ruption of the friendly relations be- 
between herself and America. 
Based 
on its 
latest warning it 
was believed here today 
that

Germany will agree to 
limit 
her 
submarine warfare to merchant ves­ 
sels of her enemies. 
She is willing 
to give the passengers and 
crews 
sufficient time to take to the boats 
if in so doing she does not endan­ 
ger ber submarines. 
Slippers how­ 
ever must take every precaution to 
aid her. 
The note was handed officially to 
Ambassador Gerard but it is known 
that a summary of its contents had 
preceded it to the state department.

Berlin,via The Hague, May 29.— 
The German reply to the American 
note regarding the German submar­ 
ine warfare was delivered 
to Am­ 
bassador Gerard this morning. 
The German reply containing five 
typewritten pages was handed Am­ 
bassador Gerard at the embassy at 
IO a. rn. Secretaries Crew and Har- 
very immediately translated and put 
it in code and a few hours later it 
was on the way to Copenhagen. 
It 
is almost certain that the text will 
be in the hands of the state depart­ 
ment at Washington Sunday. 
The reply was semi-offieiallv de­ 
scribed as “polite but leaving room 
for other developments.” 
The embassy is said to have work­ 
ed all night in wording and coding 
the answer. The reply will be tele­ 
graphed to the American legation at 
Copenhagen, then it will be forward­ 
ed to the American ambassy at Lon­ 
don and tlien cabled to Washington. 
It i" not expected to reach Washing­ 
ton until Monday then its contents 
will he made public here. 
The German foreign office cannot 
account For a leak in the informat­ 
ion regarding the message but states 
that nothing was given out through 
officials circle" 
and 
doubts 
very 
much if anything now public regard­ 
ing tin- message is authentic. 
In spite of every effort at secrecy 
the contents of the German reply in 
the rough outline 
is known 
here. 
Germany 
will U"k that Berlin 
and 
Washington come to some definite 
agreement on the facts in the Lusi­ 
tania case. 
When the two 
have 
reached an understanding a further 
interchange of opinions will 
take 
place hearing on this phrase of the 
ease, and tho question of the Ger­ 
man submarine policy.

York)— This is a story of 
heroism 
—how Sergeant Major Harry Dan­ 
iels, Second Rifle Brigade, won the 
Victoria Cross at Neuve Chapelle. 
It is also a story of another Vic­ 
toria Cross and a lonely grave back 
there in Northern 
France. 
It’s a 
story of two chums who laced death 
together and fought 
until 
bullets 
mit 
them 
down. 
Corporal 
Tom 
Noble 
is 
dead. 
Sergeant 
Major 
Daniels told it today from his cot in 
a big London hospital. 
“I am more glad about Tom’s Vic­ 
toria Cross than I ani 
about 
my 
own,” he said, “poor chap he didn’t 
even know it.” 
And then he told 
how Tom himself—inseperable com­ 
panions since they went out in No­ 
vember—volunteered to cut the wire 
entanglements of the enemy not titty 
feet from

trenches. 
Crawling along the dangerous

man’s land” between tile 
trenches 
they reached the 
wire.

on 
their backs they started to work. 
“ We were hard at it,” continued

Dr. J. T. Paxton Faces Perjury 


Charge in Shelby Circuit Court as 


Result of Grand Jury. 


GIVES BOND IN SUM OF $5,000 


Charge is Believed to Have Grown 


Out of Recent Damage Trial- 


Sheriff Here Today. 


Dr. J. T. Paxton, a well known 


physician of this city, was arrested 
here today by Sheriff Terry of Shel- 
by county, and taken to Shelbyville, 
where he gave bond for $5,000 for 
his appearance in the circuit court 
there to 
answer to the charge of 


perjury. 


Dr. Paxton was indicted by 1he 


Shelby county grand jury yesterday 
afternoon but the arrest was 
not 


made until today. The allegations as 
set fortli in -the indictment are not 
known lierc.lnit it is said to be based 
on his testimony in a trial in the 
court there in which he and Dr. Hugh 
Elliott were the defendants and Carl- 
ton -Chancy of near Glenwood, the 
plaintiff. 


Chancy, it is known, has been in 


Shelbyville recently and is supposed 
to have appeared before the grand 
jury. The arrest of Dr. Paxton was 
not generally known about the city 
today. Sheriff Terry came here this 
morning and after telling Dr. Pax- 
ton of the indictment and of the war- 
rant they' made arrangements for 
the trip to Shelbyville. 


Dr. Paxton in company with the 


sheriff and his 
attorney appeared 


before Judge Blair late this after- 
noon, according to word from Shel- 
byville. The court placed the bond 
at $5,0.00 and it was furnished by the 
doctor. The court asked for no plea 
and none was formally entered. 


The grand jury of Shelby county

said Dr.

"We all have our favorites and 


admire 'different people.1 We -may 
even'admire the fellow, with -tuft-get-' 
rich-quick scheme, but with suspi- 
cion. So true is it that people who 
go up like rockets come down like, 
sticks." The speaker paid a glow- 
ing tribute to Abraham Lincoln de- 
claring that through his brawn and 
brain his name and fame is known 
all over the world.

The first popular fallacy that Dr. 


Oneal discussed was that; brawn can 
dispense with the brain. He declared 
that in the first place God. intended 
that everyone should be healthy and 
success in life -depends largely on 
health. "To be first class, we must 
have first class bodies," 
said 
the 


speaker. 
He declared that the an- 


cient people of Egypt held the body 
sacred and declared that if disease 
was contagious so is health. 


"The world is a vast Siimtorinm," 


said Dr. Oneal, "and what good is a 
brain without the necessary brawn. 
Success in life depends on getting 
on the right relation with the peo- 
ple."
